‘FIRE ATTACKS DEBRIS. — 


Forty or Fifty Injured Passen- 4 
gers Are Rescued with 
 Diffienlty, 


Trenton, N. J., Feb. 21.—[{Special.]—A head- 
on collisiom between the third section of the 
„ Nellie Bly’’ and an accommodation train 
on the Camden and Amboy division of the 
Pennsylvania railroad at 5:30 this after- 
noon resulted in the death of twelve persons 
and the injuring of between forty and fifty 
more, 

The accident happened at Smfth’s Siding, 
about four miles south of Trenton. Both 
trains were running at top speed, the en- 
gines and first two cars being completely 
demolished. The exact number of lives lost. 
probably will not be known until tomorrow, 
if ever, as several are believed to have per- 
ished in the fire which followed the collision, 

Smith's Siding is situated along the canal 
bank, which is now empty, and is merely 
a siding on which passenger trains are ac- 
customed to pass. The accommodation train 
No. 830, bound ffom Camden to Trenton, 
and consisting of three cars, drew up on 
the siding to permit the Nelite Bly,” which 
was running today in three sections, to pass, 
For some reason not yet explained the ac- 
commodation pulled on to the main track 
when only two sections had passed. 

Collide on the Curve, | 

The train was light and gained speed quick- 
ly, and about half a mile further on, while 
rounding a curve, it crashed into the third 
section of the Nellie Bly,” also going at 
high speed. The two engines were demol- 
ished, and the front cars of each train over- 
turned, two of them being forced over the 
embankment. The panic among the passen- 
gers was complete. | 

The front car on the Nellie Bly” was 
combination baggage and smoker, and ac- 
cording to the best information, its occupants 
were almost ali Italian laborers or colored 
people. At least four ot these are believed to 
have been killed and all were injured in some 
way.
